Yefterday arrived a Mail from Holland. 


We hear from Petersburg, that the Czarina has 
appointed the Kucz Alexander Dolgorucki, who is 
jut return'd to her Court, after having not b-en {een 
there for fome Years paft, to be her — Extraor- 
dinary at the Court of Great Britain, inthe room of 
the Prince of Cantemir; and that the Free Gift with 
which the Clergy have furnifhed her this Year, 
gmounts to One Million and Half of Rubles. 

The Advices from Petersburg, which are of the 
34 Inftant, O. S. fay, that the Perfian Ambaflador 
at the Ruffian Court declares, that the new Ambaf- 
fador who is fhortly expected, will bring fuch-Pro- 
pofals from Kouli Kanas will be very agreeable. 
*Tis firmed, that he has invelted Thamas his Pre- 
deceffor and the Prince his Son, with the Dignity of 
Kans, and given each of them a Seraglio, which 
deftroys the Report that he had put thofe two Princes 
to Death. 

Their frefheft Accounts from the Army fay, that 
it arrived on the 12th of Sept. O.S. on the River of 
Kihitich, and obferve it as a great Happincis, that 
they had not a Drop of Rain all the Way from the 
Banks of the Bog to their Arrival on the Frontiers 
of the Ukraine, becaufe if it had rain’d, it would 
have been exceeding difficult for them to have car- 
ried back all their Artillery, Provifion and Ammu- 
nition: All they were obliged to lcave behind them 
is 1200 Bombs, which they have bury’d under 
Ground. 

Letters of the sth Inftant, O. S. from Warfaw fay, 
that according to the Report of Surgeons that were 
fent to Caminiec, to inquire into the Nature of rhe 
Contagious Diftempers in thofe Parts, it appears that 
the Difeafed had all che Symptoms of the Plague; 
viz. Buboes, Carbuncles, &c. that the greateit Part 
of “em died in 24 Hours, and others in lefs time ; rhat 
the Contagion raged not only at Caminiec, where 
u Score of People dy'd of it — Day, bur in the 
neighbouring Villages; and that the Garifon which 
was hitherto in tolerable Health, was gone to en- 
cantp at fome Diftance from the Town. 

Thofe of the 11th O. S. from Vienna, contradict 
the Report that the Turks hac raifed the Siege of 
Ratfcha, and only fay, that they had for fome Days 
vali difcontinued their Fire ; but that they feem'd 
incl nabſe co abandon their Enterprize upon the Ap- 
proach of a Body of Saxons and Bavarians, who, ‘tis 
faid, are on the March thither under the Command 
of the Count de Khevenbuiler and the Prince of 
Saxe Hilburghaufen, and have been join’d by fome 
imperial — of Horfe. At the fame time 
the Imperial Infantry, which is on the March from 
Belgrade to Semlin, will, ‘tis faid, proceed to Vipa- 
lanka to diflodge the Turks, with whom, unlefs 
they retire, there will probably be an Engagement. 
in order to prevent the Communication of a con- 
tagious Diftemper, which continues to make great 
Havock both in the Bannate of Temifwaer and Tran- 
filvania, an Ordonnance will be ioftantly publifhed, 
obliging not only private Perfons, but alfo Officers
